THE CENTRAL SECRETARIAT CLERICAL SERVICE 

(QUALIFYING EXAMINATION FOR TELEPHONE 

OPERATORS) REGULATIONS, 1971— 

G.S.IL 106, — In pursuance of sub-rule (4) of rule 12 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962, 
the Central Government in the Department of Person- 
nel, hereby makes the following regulations, namely:— 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — m These regu- 
lations may be called the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service (Qualifying Examination for Telephone Opera- 
tors) Regulations, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 1st 
January, 1972, 

2. Definitions, — In these regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires, — 

(a) “examination” means a qualifying examination 
held by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
and Management for appointment of Telephone 
Operators to the Lower Division Grade of the 
Service; 

(b) “Scheduled Castes'’ and “Scheduled Tribes” 
shall have the same meanings as are assigned 
to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively 
of article 366 of the Constitution: 

(c) “Telephone Operator” means a person holding 
the post of Telephone Operator in any Minis- 
try or office specified in column (2) of the 
First Schedule to the Central Secretariat Cleri- 
cal Service Rules, 1962; 

(d) All other words and expressions used in these 
regulations and not defined but defined in the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962, 
shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
to them in the said rules. 

3. Holding of the Examination, — (1) The examina- 
tion shall be conducted by the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management in the manner notified from 
time to time by the Central Government. 

(2) The dates On which and the places at which the 
examination shall be held shall be fixed by the said 
Institute. 

4. Conditions of Eligibility . — (1) Any permanent or 
temporary Telephone Operator shall be eligible to 
appear at the examination. 

Note. — Telephone Operators, who are on deputa- 
tion to other ex-cadre posts with the approval of the 
competent authority shall be eligible to be admitted 
to the examination if otherwise eligible. This also 
applies to an officer who has been appointed to another 
ex-cadre post or to Another Service on transfer if he 
continues to have a lien in the post of Telephone 
Operator for the time being. 


(2) Attempts at the Examination. — A candidate shoulll 
not have already competed more than once at the 
examination held after the 1st January, 1972. 

(3) Fee — Subject to such exemptions or concessions 
as may be notified from time to time in this behalf, a 
candidate shall pay the fee specified by the Institute 
of Secretariat Training and Management. 

5. Canvassing of Candidature. — Any attempt on the 
part of a candidate to obtain support for his candida- 
ture by any means may be held by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management to be a conduct 
which would disqualify him/her for admission to the 
Examination. 

6. Decision as to Eligibility. — The decision of the In- 
stitute of Secretariat Training and Management as to 
the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission 
to the examination shall be final, and no candidate 
whom a certificate of admission has not been Issued 
by the said Institute shall be admitted to the examina- 
tion. 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates, who are 
considered by the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management to be suitable for induction to the Service 
on the results of the examination shall be recommend- 
ed for such Induction. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not 
qualified by the standard prescribed by the said Insti- 
tute may also be recommended by them with due re- 
gard to the maintenance of efficiency of administration 
for induction into the Service on the results of the 
examination. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of tbe 
results of the examination to individual candidates 
shall be decided by the said Institute in their discretion, 
and the said Institute shall not enter into any corres- 
pondence with the individual candidates regarding the 
results. 

8. Appointments. — (1) Candidates shall have to pass, 
if not already passed one of the periodical typewriting 
tests In English or Hindi held by the Institute of Secre- 
tariat Training and Management at a minimum speed 
of 30 words In English or 25 words in Hindi, per minute, 
within a period of one year from the date of appoint- 
ment, falling which no annual Increment (s) shall be 
allowed to them until they have passed the said test; 

(2) Candidates who do not pass the said typewriting 
test within the period of probation shall be liable to 
be discharged from service; 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-* 
regulation’s (i) and (2), a candidate, who has been 
declared by the competent medical authority, i.e., the 
Civil Surgeon, to be permanently unfit to pass the type- 
writing test because of a physical disability may, In 
consultation with the Department of Personnel, be 
exempted from the requirement of passing the type- 
writing test and, in the event of his/her being so ex- 
empted, the provisions of sub-regulations (1) and (2) 
shall cease to be applicable to him/her from the date 
of such exemption; 

(4) Candidates, who had already passed or may pass 
the said test within a period of 6 months from the date 
of appointment will, however, be granted the first In- 
crement after 6 months instead of one year’s service 
which will be absorbed in the subsequent regular In- 
crements. 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other Misconduct.— 
A candidate who Is or has been declared by the Insti- 
tute of Secretariat Training and Management guilty of 
impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents or 
documents which has or have been tampered with or 
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of making statements which are incorrect or false or 
of suppressing material information or otherwise resort- 
ing to any other irregular or improper means for obtain- 
ing admission to the examination, or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination 
hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, may, 
in addition to x'endering himself /herself liable to crimi- 
nal prosecution,^ 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified 
period — 

(1) by the said Institute from admission to any 
examination or from appearance at any In- 
terview held by the said Institute for selec- 
tion of candidates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government, from employment 
under it; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 

priate rules,

G.S.R, 108,— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (I) of section 3 of the All India Services 
Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), read with sub-rule (I) of rule 8

1. (l) These regulations may be called the Indian 
Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) Amend- 
ment Regulations, 1972, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Forest Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations, 1966, (hereinafter referred to 
as the said regulations), regulation 4 shall be omitted. 


3. In regulation 5 of the said regulation, for sub- 
regulationp (1) (2) and (3). the following sub-regulations 
shall be substituted, namely:-' 

* V (J) Each committee shall ordinarily meet at in- 
tervals not exceeding one year and prepare a 
list of such members of the State Forest Ser- 
vice as are held by them to be suitable for 
promotion to the Service. The number of 
members of the State Forest Service included 
in the list shall not be more than twice the 
number of substantive vacancies anticipate \ in 
the course of the period of twelve months, com- 
mencing from the date of preparation of the 
list, in the posts available for them under rule 
9 of the Recruitment Rules, or 10 percent of 
senior p#osts shown against items 1 and 2 of the 
cadre schedule of each State or group of States, 
whichever is greater- 

(2) The Committee shall consider, for inclusion in 
the said list, the cases of members of Stpte 
Forest Service in order of seniority in the State 
Forest Service upto a number not less than live 
times the number referred to in sub-regula- 
tion (1): 

Provided that: — 

(i) in computing the number for inclusion in the 

held of consideration the number of officers 
referred to in sub-regulation (2) shall bo ex- 
cluded. 

(ii) the Committee shall not consider the case of a 
member of the State Forest Service unless, on 
the first day of the January of the year in which 
it meets, he is substantive in the State Forest 
Service and has completed not less than eight 
years of continuous service (whether officiating 
or substantive) in a post of Assistant Con- 
servator of Forests or any other post or posts 
declared equivalent thereto by the State Gov- 
ernment with the prior concurrence of the 
Central Government. 

(ill) the officers belonging to any service referred to

'Rules shall not be eligible to be considered for 
promotion to any Cadre other than the Union 
Territories Cadre. 

Explanation .— In computing the period of con- 
tinuous service for the purpose of this regula- 
tion, there shall be included any period during 
which an officer has undertaken: — 

(a) training in a diploma course in the Forest 
Research Institute and Colleges, Dehrn Dun; 
or 

(b) such other training as may be approved by 
the Central Government in cons ulations with 
the Commission in any other institution. 

(iv) where the number; of officers who fulfil the 
conditions referred to in clause (ii) is less than 
live times the number referred to in sub-re- 
gulation (1) the Committee shall consider the 
cases of all those officers who fulfil the pres- 
cribed conditions. 

(3) The Committee shall not ordinarily consider the 
case of the members of the State Forest Service 
who have attained the age of 52 years on the 
first day of January of the year in which it 
meets : 

Provided that a member of the State Forest Service 
whose name appears in the select list in force 
immediately before the date of the meeting of 
the Committee shall be considered for inclu-
